A, Gat field, national coal ad m in istrato r: 


Mayors or othei officials who seize coal are in a sure w a y to yet 
themselves into trouble. 
T h e y will in the first place have to pay the 
contract prices for the coal « a th -r than the lower governm ent fixed 
price, and in the second place they are in violation of the law and arc 
liable to have to answ er to the operators. 
‘ Any m unicipality needing coal needs only to tell me how much 
it wants, when it wants it, and w h e ic it wants it delivered, and I ’ll 
get it to th em .” 


At 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon M a yor Johnson served notice on the 
Fe nnsylvam a Com pany that, due to the in ability of the company to dc- 
liver coal here, it is necessary to confiscate three cars belonging to the 
company and found in the locf.l yards to 
relieve 
the 
suffering caused 
by 
shortage 
in t.his city. 


The three cars w ill be placed in the hands of three local dealers, the 
Salem Builders Supply Co., T h e Citizens Ice Co., and Samuel Holroyd, for 
disti ibution. Not more tEian a ton w ill be delivered to any single fa m ily . 
The S alem Builders Supply company is the only one of the three able 
to start, delivery Saturday, but the other two informed Mayor Johnson that 
th eir te im s would be on the job M o nd ay morning. 


Six and a Eialf cars of coal belonging 
to 
the 
railroad 
company 
were 
found in the local yards. T h is was sent here to supply 
the 
shifter 
and 
other railroad needs in this city, the requirements being about one and a 
half car loadr, a day. 
T h e fact th a t this is company-owned coal relieved 
the authorities here considerably, as they were thus assured th at by th e ir 
seizure of the coal no suffering would be caused to other com m unities by 
th e ir efforts to relieve the situation here.

As yet no answer has been received from Federal Coal A d m m is tia to r 
H a rry A Garfield in reply to the m a y o r ’s telegram of Frid ay, acquainting 
him w ith the local situation.
